Rural residents speak 
of odd occurrences 
as two bodies found

Residents in a quiet rural area 
north of Lamont say they're getting 
used to strange occurrences in their 
neighbourhood, but never thought 
they would add the discovery of 
two dead bodies to the list. 

On Friday afternoon, a farmer 
seeding his field made a gruesome 
discovery, when he found two 
dead bodies in a wooded area lin¬ 
ing his farmland, south of High¬ 
way 45. 

Police have not released the iden¬ 
tities of the deceased, nor any de¬ 
tails, including gender, age, or cause 
of death, pending a medical exam¬ 
iner's report, to be released today. 

Cpl. Wayne Oakes of RCMP 'K' 
Division said that though a time of 
death has not yet been pinpointed, 
it doesn't appear the bodies were 
recently dumped in the area, about 
70 km northeast of Edmonton. 

"This didn't just happen within 
the past couple of days. How far 
back in time, I don't know." 

Oakes said that Project KARE 
has been contacted, but is not in¬ 
volved in the investigation. Project 
KARE is a task force that examines 
the disappearances of people with 
high-risk lifestyles. 

Neighbours in the area said they 
are becoming more familiar with 


strange behaviour. 

Nicole Hofer said that about a 
month ago, she and her boyfriend 
discovered a vehicle engulfed in 
flames in a field across from where 
the bodies were found. 

"We didn't really think much 
about it, but then they found those 
two bodies, so we think it's con¬ 
nected," she said. "It was a ran¬ 
dom, brand-new truck on fire in 
the middle of a field. That doesn't 
happen around here." 

Mary-Ann Oshust has lived in 


the area since 1972, about a mile 
north of where the remains were 
discovered. 

She said that in recent months, 
she's felt uneasy in her home. 

"Strange vehicles drive by, and 
we see people we don't know," Os¬ 


hust said. 

"We see strangers, but who's 
going to go ask them what they're 
doing here? I don't feel comfort¬ 
able any more, and my doors are 
locked always."

Bob Jablonski, a local search 
and rescue volunteer, was on the 
scene right away and said the man 
had severe head injures. 

"It wasn't a pretty sight," said 
Joblonski in a phone interview. "The 
plane was on the ground and the 
man was lying outside the aircraft." 

Lacombe police and Transport

Beacon Heights target of arson again 


Weekend assaults 
include 3 injured 
at grad party

Police are investigating a 
rash of stabbings over the 
weekend, including a high 
school grad party that ended 
in bloody violence early Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

A 17-year-old suffered 
from non-life-threatening 
stab wounds after a fight 
broke out at the party at the 
Delta Centre Suite Hotel, 
shortly before 3:45 a.m., po¬ 
lice said. 

A male high school stu¬ 
dent and another person 
who has yet to be identified 
by police got into a fight. 

Two other 17-year-old 
students also suffered slash 
wounds in a melee at the 
posh downtown hotel. 


description 

Police only have a 
vague description of the 
suspect in the stabbing at 
a downtown high school 
grad party, where one stu¬ 
dent was stabbed and two 
others received slash 
wounds. The suspect is 
described as a dark- 
skinned male who could 
be about 20 years old. 


police said. 

In another incident, a 20- 
year-old man was sent to 
hospital in serious condition 
a few hours after he was 
stabbed near 69 Avenue and 
172 Street, police said. 

Police said the man was 
stabbed once in the neck by a 
suspect in what appeared to 
be an attack that wasn't ran¬ 
dom. 

And while downtown po¬ 
lice were responding to the 
violent high school party, 
north division officers were 


also dealing with a stabbing 
near 164 Avenue and 115 
Street where a 24-year-old 
man was treated for serious, 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

The man was stabbed dur¬ 
ing a dispute over DVDs at a 
home where he was found 
wounded, lying on his back 
on the patio, police said. 

Police are looking for two 
suspects that are described 
as native males between the 
ages of 17 and 18 years old. 

A limo driver also had his 
arm slashed and a female 
passenger suffered serious 
stab wounds Saturday 
morning while the driver 
tried to break up a fight be¬ 
tween two sisters in his car, 
police said. 

Police charged 20-year-old 
Samantha Noname with two 
counts of aggravated assault, 
two counts of assault with a 
weapon, and four breaches 
in relation to the limo attack.

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Teen dies from injuries in ATV crash 


Girl was not 
wearing helmet

A 14-year-old Fort McMur- 
ray girl is dead of injuries 
sustained in an ATV accident 
over the May long weekend. 


The girl and a 17-year-old 
companion were rushed to 
hospital in Edmonton via air 
ambulance, suffering from 
massive head trauma, after a 
4 a.m. joyride sent the two 
flying from an off-road vehi¬ 
cle. 

Fort McMurray RCMP be¬ 
lieve alcohol was a factor in 
the accident, and say neither 


the 17-year-old nor 14-year- 
old girl wore a helmet. 

Constable Ali Fayed said 
it's believed the girls were 
travelling within Fort Mc¬ 
Murray city hmits at the time 
of the crash. 

The 14-year-old girl died in 
hospital Saturday. The 17- 
year-old remains in hospital.

ATV safety has been a crit¬ 
ical issue with health profes¬

Two weeks ago near Taber, 
a two-year-old boy died after 
being thrown from an out-of- 
control quad jam-packed 
with five people. 

A week ago, a 17-year-old 


boy died from injuries sus¬ 
tained in an ATV accident 
near Stony Plain. 

Over the long weekend, 
the Stollery Children's Hospi¬ 
tal saw 12 patients with in¬ 
juries caused by ATV 
accidents. More than half 
were listed as major or seri¬ 
ous traumas.

The blaze destroyed about 
five structures within a faux 
New York set used in various 
movies and television shows, 
including one sound stage. 
Also damaged was the King 
Kong attraction, an alley 
from The Sting and a set 
from Back to the Future. 

The fire caused traffic jams 


for miles in all directions to 
the studio, where a building 
housing a video vault had 
been badly damaged and the 
vault itself was "compro¬ 
mised." 

A Universal spokeswoman 
said about 40,000 to 50,000 
videos had been damaged but 
the studios either had copies 
of those films or could easily 
copy them. reuters

Flood fears ease in China 


Fears of a devastating flood 
from a lake formed by last 
month's Sichuan earthquake 
eased yesterday after hun¬ 
dreds of soldiers and engi¬ 
neers successfully completed 
a channel to drain away the 
rising water. 

Authorities had evacuated 
197,000 people and drawn up 
plans to move as many as an¬ 
other 1.3 million because of 
the risks posed by a coUapse of 


the Tangjiashan lake, one of 30 
created by landslides caused 
by the quake. 

Engineers were due to start 
draining the lake as early as 
yesterday, according to the of¬ 
ficial Xinhua news agency, 
which said the army had been 
able to abandon back-up 
plans to use dynamite to blast 
away debris and relieve pres¬ 
sure on the river feeding into 
the lake. reuters

Breast milk gives 
girls boost: Study 


Climate fight 
blamed for 
price hikes 

UN-led climate talks kick off 
today in Germany with ex¬ 
perts trying to forge a global 
warming pact facing a new 
challenge from critics who 
say chmate change measures 
are partly to blame for higher 
food and energy prices. 

The meeting is the second 
of eight which aim to secure 
a global climate deal by the 
end of next year, to come into 
force after the first round of 
the Kyoto Protocol expires in 
2012. 

The Bonn talks focus on 
the "toolkit" of steps which 
can curb rising emissions of 
greenhouse gas such as car¬ 
bon dioxide, which scientists 
say risk catastrophic climate 
change. 

Senior officials from more 
than 160 countries face the 
difficulty, however, that 
many such measures — in¬ 
cluding carbon taxes and 
emissions trading—deliber¬ 
ately raise energy costs by 
penalizing carbon emissions 
from burning fossil fuels.

Shuttle nearing 
Space Station 

Space shuttle Discovery 
closed in on the International 
Space Station yesterday to 
deliver a Japanese research 
laboratory, a new crew 
member and a repair kit for 
the outpost's faulty toilet. 

The spaceship was sched¬ 
uled to arrive at the station 
shortly before 2 p.m. EDT 
today. The shuttle and seven 


astronauts blasted off from 
the Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida Saturday for a two- 
week mission. 

Because the Japanese lab¬ 
oratory in Discovery's cargo 
bay is so large, it is flying 
without an inspection boom 
routinely used since the 2003 
shuttle Columbia catastrophe 
to scour the ships for dam¬ 
age. The last shuttle to visit 
the space station left its 
boom behind for the Discov¬ 


ery crew to use and return to 
Earth. 

The astronauts yesterday 
performed a limited inspec¬ 
tion of the ship's wings using 
a camera on the end of the 
shuttle's 50-foot robot arm. 
The arm is only long enough 
for the crew to take images of 
the upper surfaces of the 
wings' leading edges. A more 
thorough inspection is 
planned for later in the mis¬ 
sion. REUTERS 


Babies’ respiratory 
infections tracked 

Breastfeeding gives aH infants 
numerous health advantages 
compared to baby formula, 
but in at least one respect girls 
get a greater benefit from 
breast milk than boys, re¬ 
searchers said yesterday. 

The researchers tracked a 
group of very low birth 
weight, pre-term infants in 
Buenos Aires to gauge the pro¬ 
tective effect of breastfeeding 
against respiratory infections 
in babies. 

They found that infant girls 
who were breastfed were far 


less hkely than baby boys who 
were breastfed to develop se¬ 
rious respiratory infections 
requiring hospitalization. 

A lot of research has shown 
that breastfed babies enjoy a 
range of health benefits com¬ 
pared to those given baby for¬ 
mula beyond combating 
respiratory infections. 

These include fewer ear, 
stomach or intestinal infec¬ 
tions, digestive problems, skin 
diseases and aHeigies, and less 
risk of developing high blood 
pressure, diabetes and obesity. 

And some research has 
shown breast-fed babies are 
smarter, too. reuters

Fuel prices making 
predictions difficult 

Rising gas prices are making 
it increasingly hard for the 
Bank of Canada to forecast 
inflation, central bank Gov¬ 
ernor Mark Carney said in an 
interview published Satur¬ 
day in the French-language 


newspaper La Presse. 

High gasoline prices con¬ 
tributed to push Canada's 
year-on-year inflation rate 
up to 1.7 per cent in April, 
from 1.4 per cent in March. 

Carney said it was too 
soon to assess the trend for 
the bank's core inflation rate, 
which strips out energy 


prices. The core rate was 1.5 
per cent in April, up from 1.3 
per cent in March. 

The interview was con¬ 
ducted on Tuesday, before the 
government on Friday released 
figures that showed the econ¬ 
omy unexpectedly shrank by 
an annualized 0.3 per cent in 
the first quarter. reuters

Esks aim to get aggressive 


Woimer wants an 
explosive offence 
this season

The vertically challenged Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos will be 
thinking big in terms of of¬ 
fence this season. 

After a couple years of 
coming up short, the Eski¬ 
mos promise to strike fear — 
or at least make an attempt 
— into defences under offen¬ 
sive co-ordinator Rick Wor- 
man, rather than repeat a 
stultifying approach woe¬ 
fully short on pizzazz and re¬ 
sults. 

Bigger has to be better, no? 

"We're going to be the ini¬ 
tiators," Worman said after 
the Eskimos opened training 
camp at Clarke Field yester¬ 
day. "We're going to have 
routes in to throw the ball 
down the field. 

"I'm not going to say we're 
going to take what the de¬ 
fence gives us. We're going to 


push the ball and be focused 
on explosive execution. 
That's our philosophy — EE 
is explosive execution." 

At 5-12-1 and out of the 
playoffs for the second 
straight campaign, there's 
lots of room for improve¬ 
ment. 

Much of that improve¬ 
ment will have to come from 
an offence that was too pre¬ 
dictable under Jacques 
Chapdelaine a year ago. 

The Eskimos were second- 
last in the CEL with 34 
touchdowns and third-worst 
with 371 points as they opted 
to dither about rather than 
stretch defences with any¬ 
thing resembling vertical 
fireworks. Not enough game- 
breakers and difference- 
makers. 

"We're going to read the 
defence and throw the ball to 
the appropriate guys based 
on coverages," Worman said. 

"We're going to challenge 
people in man coverage. 
We're going to look at what's 
going on in zone coverage 
and be able to find a way to 


move the ball down the 
field." 

After missing the end of 
last season with a shoulder 
injury, quarterback Ricky 
Ray didn't look like he'd 
missed a beat as he peppered 
the secondary with pigskin 
yesterday. He welcomes the 
change. 

"The last couple of years 
it's been a lot of underneath 
stuff, trying to take what the 
defence gives us," Ray said. "I 
think we were worried 
about just moving the chains 
too much. 

"We got away from trying 
to hit some big plays. I think 
that's what's been lacking 
from the offence the past few 
years. You've got to put some 
pressure on those defensive 
backs and let them know 
we're going to take some 
shots." 

You can't swing for the 
fences every play, but the Es¬ 
kimos will be far more ag¬ 
gressive. With Ray back in 
the fold, the Eskimos look 
like they could have the per¬ 
sonnel to pull it off.

Award winner Barlow 
talks to Metro about 
the global water crisis

L eave it to the unsinkable 
Maude Barlow to protest an 
award she's about to receive. 
The national chairperson for one 
of the nation's biggest citizen ac¬ 
tivist groups, The Council of Cana¬ 
dians, is indeed grateful for the 
Citation of Lifetime Achievement 
that she'll accept at the Canadian 
Environment Awards in Toronto 
tonight for her work in raising 
awareness about the growing global 
water crisis. However, she says that 
should there be demonstrators out¬ 
side the gala protesting Shell — ac¬ 
tivists who argue the presence of 
the oil company and award sponsor 
is a travesty against the global cli¬ 
mate change fight — she will show 


going against the flow 

Below are Maude Barlow’s tips on 
what you can do to save water: 

» Don’t buy bottled water, says 
Barlow. “It’s a scam. It’s sitting in 
plastic, which is made up of fossil 
fuels and chemicals. Go back to 
regulated and tested tap water. 
Last year, we put something like 
200 billion litres of water in plas¬ 
tic bottles around the world. 
Ninety-five per cent of those did 
not get recycled. This is insane. 


The Canadian Environment 
Awards celebrate the people be¬ 
hind grassroots hands-on environ¬ 
mental initiatives happening 
across Canada, and their efforts 
to reduce waste and educate their 
communities. 

The accolades are well-de¬ 
served, says award-winning 
writer Rick Boychuk, panelist for 
the gala and editor-in-chief of 
Canadian Geographic Magazine, 
which founded the awards gala in 
2002. He says activists, especially 


her solidarity by joining them arm- 
in-arm. 

As one of the few energy compa¬ 
nies in support of the Kyoto Accord, 
Barlow notes Shell has made some 
progressive strides, but she stiU has 
some major concerns, among them 
being its coal-bed methane opera¬ 
tions in Northern B.C. and its his¬ 
tory in Nigeria.

those working to fight climate 
change, constantly face uphill 
battles. 

“Funding for what they do is 
always a challenge,” says Boy¬ 
chuk. “Research is as well: Get¬ 
ting your hands on reliable 
scientific information. And keep 
in mind these people are volun¬ 
teers; they take time out of their 
9 -to -5 lives to do this.”

"I wiU support the demonstrators 
outside if they are there. I don't see 
it as a choice: You can go inside and 
accept the award but at the same 
time make a statement, which is 
what rU do," says the author of Blue 
Covenant: The Global Water Crisis 
And The Coming Battle For The 
Right To Water. "You can be critical 
of these corporations and advance 
the work together. I think I'll be 
doing inside-outside support." 

Barlow plans to address several 
hackle-raising subjects during her 
acceptance speech. The main ones 
include the danger of the corporate 
takeover of water systems and the 
government's enthusiastic plans to 
seU off Canadian water resources to 
an already thirsty U.S. — adding the 
Bush administration and the Penta¬ 
gon have been getting advice from 
Lockheed Martin, the world's 
largest weapons manufacturer, on 


how to appropriate water from 
sources outside of its borders. 

Barlow also wants Canada to rec¬ 
ognize water as a fundamental 
human right at the United Nations, 
and she doesn't buy Ottawa's argu¬ 
ment to the contrary, saying she 
can't imagine a more willing vendor 
than the Harper government. 

"Our government says if water is 
a human right, we'U be forced to sell 
it to Americans, which is crazy," 
Barlow said. 

A human right is for people who 
are dying, it's not to provide golf 
courses or swimming pools to 
wealthy people. It's just an excuse: 
The real reason Canada is opposing 
the right to water at the UN is be¬ 
cause in NAFTA, we have supported 
water as a tradeable good. And it 
would be a true contradiction — 
which I think would be great, but 
they don't think would be great — if 


we were to say it was a right." 

The lack of potable water is an 
emergency for many parts of the 
globe, says Barlow, and an award 
ceremony such as this is an oppor¬ 
tunity for her to get the word out 
that this predicament could reach 
Canadians sooner than they might 
think. 

"The Earth is kind of like an apple 
that's green in some parts, but it has 
brown spots where it's drying up. 
We have to have this image in our 
minds," she said. "We have to live 
differently. We have to grow our 
food differently. We have to stop as¬ 
suming technology is going to solve 
everything, because it isn't. We 
have to protect our public water 
systems. This, to me, is an emer¬ 
gency that equals climate change 
any day. I do what I can to sound 
the alarm and get this information 
out to the world."

— in which cities across the 
country compete until June 
7 to save kilometres — aims 
to change that.

Jane Wu, 17, from Calgary 
created and organized the 
"Beauty and Brains" confer¬ 
ence to promote stronger ca¬ 
reer aspirations among 
young women. The confer¬ 
ence was so successful, it 
now has the funding to con¬ 
tinue for the next three-to- 
five years and 
Wu plans to 
take it nation¬ 
wide. 

"What we

Seventeen-year-old Kay¬ 
ode Fatoba received the 
award for creating a soccer 


program to give kids in his 
community, Toronto's trou¬ 
bled Jane and Finch neigh¬ 
bourhood, something 

constructive and empower¬ 
ing to do in their free time. 
The soccer program started 
two years ago with the only 
funding coming from a local 
hot dog vendor who paid for 
uniforms and gave the kids 
free hot dogs after games. 
Today the program boasts 
three teams with roughly 15 
players each and is growing. 
Without the scholarship 
award, Fatoba would never 
have gotten a chance to go to 
university — now he plans to 
attend Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity to study Health Sciences 
in September. 

"The most rewarding part 
of the program is that a lot of 
people look up to me, and 
that's something you can't 
buy. When a kid looks up to 
you, that's priceless," Fatoba 
said.
